Rosin Starts Savants 
On New Research in 


| Battle With Cancer 


WASHINGTON, March 8—Ordin- 
ary rosin used on the horsehair of 
| violin bows appeared today as the 
basis of a new chemical which may | 
give scientists a clearer under- 
standing of the cause of cancer. 


Writing in the proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences, Dr. 
David Adelson and Dr. Marston 
Bogert of Columbia University, 
New York, said the chemical— 
which occurs as short, white 
needles—is made by distilling rosin 
and then combining the product 
with other chemicals through eight 
reactions.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

News from Spain continues to be contra- 
dictory. The Government forces have recaptured 
lost territory and are attacking with vigor. Yet 
despatches from England and France say that 
Italy sent 43,000 new troops against Spain before 
signing the non-intervention pact, and that both 
Italy and Germany have shipped in large sup- 
plies of tanks, airplanes, munitions and German 
volunteers for the tank and aerial forces. Can it 
be that the Spanish government has received 
reinforcements, too? 

The Fascist assailants have received many a 
setback since last August when their news 
agencies falsely announced the fall of Madrid. 
The Nofrontier News Service forwards some of 
the recent “final announcements” made by the 
Fascist generals to urge their Moors, Germans 
and Italians to victory. 

That by Quiepo de Llano says: 

“For our final victory, three or four 
million Spaniards must die. If they do not 
die on the field of battle, I promise on my 
honor that they will be shot by our 
legionaries and our Morrocan troops.” 

A Morrocan commander rallied his mercen- 
aries with the following: 

“Soldiers; forward to the storming of 
Madrid! In a week we shall set you free, and 
then you can do as you like. In Madrid there 
is everything. If you like a thing and want 
it, we shall close our eyes.” 

Yet in spite of these promises of blood, 
plunder and rapine, the Moors, Italians and 
Germans fighting for Franco had failed to 
secure the needed victory over the Spanish 
Loyalists.
